tersely, their objections to these ob- 
noxious measures, together with sug- 
gestions as to the most effective 
meass of meeting and defeating the 
same. We beg hereby to submit to a 
candid public this our first response 
to that instruction. 


Lest our motives in this contest 


might in some manner, i_r by some 
one, be misconstrued, we premise: 


That this action was taken by the 


Convention, and its mandate is obeyed 
by us, in the interest, or at the insti- 
gation o£ DO industry or branch of 
business of any kind whatever, but 
simply and solely upon principle. 


And we wish to add, further, that 


we yield to no one in our abhorrence 
of the abuse, not merely of alcoholic 
refreshments, but of each of nature's 
other gifts as well. Nor will we be 
content with anything less than swift 
and certain punishments of every of- 
fender against the rights of his fel- 
low-beings, 
or 
aeainst 
morals 


and 
the 
goodorder 
of society; 


recognizing as 
we do 
in 
the 


passage 
and 
enforcement 
of 


laws aiming at thiseud the true func- 
tion and limit of state and municipal 
legislation, and believing that all else 
is, and should be, a matter of individ 
ual concern and belief or private 
right. 


We must and do protest, however, 


against that medieval system of at- 
temped lawmaking, which, at best, 
destroys the rights end curtails the 
liberties of the many on account of 
immodpratiou and vices of the few; 
and we hold that by natural law, 
which found expieFbion in our Na- 
tional Declaration of Independence 
in the words, "Governments derive 
their just powers from the col st nt of 
the governed," all such attempts at 
patriarchal legislation are forbidden: 
and that no true power PXH!S in uny 
state or municipality to destroy the 
free agency of any one human being, 
because of the possibility that an- 
other may abuse the liberty guaran- 
teed to every one by our national 
constitution. 


Neither do we now place much 


stress upon the established fact that 
''Prohibition fails to prohibit," beyond 
pointing to it as but another demon- 
stration thut prohibition is wrong in 
principle. No extreme measure can 
ever live or be enforei-U in any com- 
munity without both the mortal sup- 
port of that community, audfle con- 
viction vjj the part of those entrusted 
with its execution, that it is right and 
just in principle; hence, the failure. 


We oppose ail prohibitory and 


stttnptmirj' laws as b&ing: • 


1. Wrong in trif*'.pie. 
2. A pervftf&iou of t'rue govern- 


mental funcliotiB. 


3. Destructive of human free- 


agency, of self-resf eft aud character. 


4. And as but poorly disguised 


attempts to force the private opinions 
of one part of a community upon the 
unwilling minds and rebelling con- 
sciences of the other. 


We hold that every honest means 


should be employed to repress and 
destroy the further growth of those 
noxious and dangerous doctrines; 
and we know of no more effective 
means than the intelligent use of the 
right of suffrage. 


Every member of the North Amer- 


ican Turner-Bund is oilLer a citizen 
of the United States, or hae declared 
ais intention to become such. 


We most earnestly urge upon all 


members, us well as upon others who 
unite with us in tne love of true lib- 
erty, to vote as they think; and to as- 
sist in elevating to public office or 
powpr co candidate who does not oc- 
oipy a position of open and manly 
antagonism to all like invasions of 
personal liberty. 


In urgiog this means, we do not, of
